does not intend to confer with offi-

39 operators, which is 56 per cent 
of yesterday's force before the strike. 
We have ten operators at branch of- 
fices that can be called to the main 
office it' necessary. 
This would give 


us 71 per cent of our usual 
force.

ROOSEVELT KEEPS INFOR3IED.

President Roosevelt is not inconven- 


ienced by the strike as he has a wire 
direct to Washington. He has receiv- 
ed several messages supposed to have 
been purporting to the strike. 


GENERAL STRIKE MAY BE 


ORDERED IN CHICAGO 


(Bulletin.) 


Chicago, Aug. 13.—Actin°- President 


Russell's statement just issued says: 
At 11 o'clock this morning the gen- 
eral executive board will meet in Bis 
office to decide if they will order a 
general strike. It won't be necessary 
to wait for President Small as the 
latter had already approved any ac- 
tion Russell might take. 


"The O. R. T. has a defensive alli- 


ance with the C. T. U. A. i*. the Unit- 
ed States and Canada and they will 
not touch any commercial business of- 
fered to them in the country.

SCENES IN TROUBLED DISTRICTS OF MOROCCO 


NEARLY ALL OUT AT 


WASHIXGTOX, D. C. 


Washington, Aug. 13—Two 
hun- 


dred men and women or about 95 per 
cent of the operators employed by the 
Western Union and Postal telegraph 


New York, Aug. 13.—The strike of 


telegraphers which originated last Fri- 
day at Los Angeles, where it was di- 
rected against the Western Union 
company, spread eastward and reach- 
ed New York city, where three spon- 
taneotft "walkouts" followed in rapid 
succession. 
These were 
directed 


against the Western Union, the Postal 
Telegraph company and the Associ- 
ated Press. With the stopping of work 
by a majority of union operators here, 
a situation unparalleled has followed, 
the telegraph business", though by no 
means being tied up, being seriously 
handicapped. Percy Thomas, deputy 
national president of the Commercial 
Telegraphers' union, said: "The Com- 
mercial Telegraphers' union cf Amer- 
ica will win this fight with the tele- 
graph companies because it is in the 
right. 
My advices are to the effect 


that office after office is walking out" 
General S»f>erintendent Brooks of the 
Western Union said: "We have more 
operators than we need and we had 
to send 10 men home." 


Other cities throughout the country 


which had not j et been affected quick- 
ly followed the lead of Xew York. 
Virtually everything west of Pittsburg 
and throughout the south was tied up. 
Some of the eastern cities did not join 
the strike, but they were alone and 
could not send messages because there 
were practically no men to receive 
them. 


Throughout the country 15,000 oper- 


ators have left the kejs. More than 
100 cities and towns are affected, and 
with one or two exceptions they in- 
clude all the important places in the 
United States. There remain only a 
few offices to be ordered out, and the 
strike will spread to them at any time. 


There will be a further tremendous 


extension of the strike today 
In the 


big Wall street offices, commission 
houses and other big concerns of Xew 
York and the rest of the country there 
'•ill be no operators at work. 
The 


enormous losses occasioned by the 
strike will then begin to be apparent. 


Some of the financial houses, how- 


ever, have contracts with their oper- 
ators. These will be able to continue

The Advocate girls are so delighted 


with Old Point Comfort that they are 
tijing to dismiss the thought of leav- 
ing on Tuesday evening. Their hotel 
Tn this charming spot overlooks the 
ocean and from the hotel windows 
may be seen the battleships and other

The ocean is within 50 feet of either 
side of the hotel, the site of whlcH is 
a neck of land leading on the west to 
the wharf and on the right to Phoebus 
and Hampton. Across the water, six:

The oper- 
ators were perfectly willing to receive 
messages from abroad, but the trans- 
mission of them to nonunion operators 
In other places was a different matter, 
and few keys were clicking. 


MANYMTIES 


Affected by the Telegraphers' 


Chicago Situation. 


Chicago, Aug. 13.—The strike of the 


telegraph operators spread rapidly, the 
men walking out in many cities in the 
east and west. The chief strike of the 
day was in New York, where the oper- 
ators of both the Western Union and 
Postal companies left their 
keys. 


Other strikes during the day were as 
follows: Western Union — Montgom- 
ery, Ala.; Savannah, Augusta, Ga.; 
Des Moines, la.; Chattanooga, Tenn; 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Baltimoie, Toledo; 
Columbia, S .C.; Pittsburg. Postal- 
Columbus, Des Moines, Denver, Los 
Angeles, Salt Lake City, Cleveland, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo, Baltimore; Co- 
lumbia, S. C.; Washington.

GEO. D. HEISE* 


Party Government Not the Represen- 


tative of Public Opinion, Declares 
the Kentucky Editor, Who Makes an 
Address at a Fair—Synopsis of His 


Lexington, 
Ky., Aug. 13.—Henry 


Watterson discussed national politics 
in an address delivered at the Blue 
Grass fair, which opened here. He 
said: 


"We pride ourselves upon living 


under a government of public opinion. 
Would it not be truer to say we live 
under a government of paity organ- 
ism? Is it not also that good party 
organism makes small account of pub- 
lic opinion where it feels itself strong 
enough to defy it? The corruption of 
parties—-the revelation of this corrup- 
tion which has reached the common 
knowledge of the past few years, have 
confounded 
the 
Democrats 
and 


brought the Republicans to their 
knees. The politicians of both parties 
are appealing as never before to the 
people. Mr. Roosevelt vies with Mr. 
Bryan in the proposal of specifics 
more or less novel and drastic, but 
each claiming to be curative. A ma- 
jority of one in either camp settles it; 
a majority of one between the two 
camps settles it. In both camps the 
more violent and active men, ever in- 
triguing for advantage, draw the more 
moderate aud passive men after them; 
and although the two sets of moderate 
men united might constitute a major- 
ity, they can not act together because 
of an artificial line raised in the inter- *+• 
est of professional place-hunters, too 
often at the expense of the country. 
I do not say that party government 
is a failure, but I do say that party 
government claiming to be the repre- 
sentative of public opinion is a hum- 
bug. It is a mischievous humbug. 
Surely it would not be myself that 
was talking to you if I did not edge in 
a word about the constitution, but 
when I say 'back to the constitution' I 
address myself equally to the Repub- 
licans and the Democrats. 


"Under the hand of a president 


whose personality is so attractive that 
most men are loath to question any- 
thing he says or does, under the rule 
of Theodore Roosevelt—the pendulum 
of centralization has swung much too 
far to leeward and will need to be 
swung back again if we are to recover 
the poise and balance to which, in 
weigty and wise words George Wash- 
ington refers, and which the fathers 
and founders of our great republic de- 
signed for the federal government and 
the states. In other words, the con- 
stitution is a clearly defined chart of 
limited and enumerative powers meant 
to check the encroachment of one de- 
partment of the government upon an- 
other and to make the exercise of ar- 
bitrary power impossible."

filed in the United States circuit court 
in this city by United States District 
Attorney 
Stimson, who asks that 


E. H. Harriman, the railway magnate, 
and Otto H. Kahn of the firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, be sum- 
moned into court to show cause why 
they should not answer certain ques- 
tions relating to the control of the 
Chicago & Alton railroad. These ques- 
tions were asked during the interstate 
commerce commission investigation of 
the Chicago & Alton several months 
ago. Mr. Stimson acted for Attorney 
General Bonaparte in filing the peti- 
tion. 


The questions to which the govern- 


ment demands answers from Mr. Har- 
riman and Mr. Kahn refer to the pur- 
chase of the controlling interest in the 
Chicago & Alton and the Illinois Cen- 
tral by the Union Pacific company. 
In 1904 the Union Pacific purchased 
103,431 shares of Alton stock through 
Kuhn, Loeb & Company, at 86%. The 
stock was deposited with bankers, 
with the understanding that it was to 
be sold to the Union Pacific at price to 
be made by a committee composed of 
Harriman, John A. Stewart and John 
J. Mitchell. At the hearing Harriman 
was asked what part of stock so dis- 
posed, of he owned. He refused to an- 
swer. Harriman refused to answer 
questions .as to the amount of his 
holdings of Union Pacific preferred, 
nor would he state the holdings of H. 
H. Rogers, H. C. Frick and himself in 
the Santa Fe. Other questions Harri 
man declined to answer had to do with 
his interest in purchase of 105.000 
shares of Illinois Central, 10 per cent 
dividend of Southern Pacific, and his 
profits occasioned by sudden rise in 
this stock following dividend.
